The Old Soldier 


The Old Soldier, who saw) 
France when it was hungry and 
ravaged by war, listed these sins 
as he spoke in a Paris where gov- 
ernment is weak and bled daily 
by the Algerian problem. 

The Old Soldier-evangelist list- 
ed these additional sins: 

1. A misconception, though the 
belief is largely held, that “‘our 
free system is inherently more 
productive in all fields than to- 
talitarian systems.”’ | 

2. An error of belief which 
causes us blandly to assume that 
“time is always on our side, ir- 
respective of what we do with 
that time.” | 

3. The largely held notion that | 
‘the triumph of freedom over | 
despotism is inevitable’ was also 
labeled a sin of our free times. 

And, of course, there was the 
greatest one of all—the assump- 
tion that all free nations can lead 
separate, selfish, national lives. 

It was, on the surface, not an 
alarmist speech. 

But only a very superficial per- 
son would fail to see the cold, de- 
manding facts of the sins so list- 
ed. The free system is produc- 
tive only if free people work. 
Time is not on our side unless 
we use that time wisely. Free- 
dom does not triumph in contests 
with Hitlers, Stalins, Khrushchevs 
and others of that sort merely be- 
cause it is freedom. The bones 
of peoples who fought for freedom 
and lost to brutal totalitarian 
rule salt millions of acres of the 
earth’s crust. Freedom fails only 
those who fail it. 


Physical Forces 


The President spoke of the 
“vast physical forces which cast 
a pall over our world.” 

They do. And they do so at a 
time when there is, in middle and 
east Europe, a growing disen- 
chantment with Communist rule. 
But Khrushchev and his aides 
have not forgotten that Lenin said 
years ago that the way to Europe 
lay through Asia. 

And in Asia they think of “‘de- 
mocracy” in terms of long years 
of colonial rule by the British, 
French, Dutch and others. It is 
perfectly true, and this is the 
great indictment of colonialism in 
general, that it never taught 
much democracy. The British 
did the best job of all. But, none- 
theless, most Asians equate dem- 
ocratic freedom with oppressive 
rule by foreigners. They know 
even less about communism than 
about democracy. But commu- 
nism comes to them in their own 
tongue and through people of 
their own color. And all the 
while the Communists keep prom- 
ising freedom and government for 
“the workers.”

PARIS, Dec. 16— The United 
States today offered its Atlantic 


allies nuclear arms, increased 
economic support and, in a war 
with the Soviet Union, instant and 
forceful support. The response 
was tepid and inconclusive. 

This is a “‘time for greatness,” 
President Eisenhower told leaders 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization powers at the first ses- 
sion of their conference today. 
But the American proposals ex- 
pounded by Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles failed to 
strike sparks of high resolve. 

Norway’s premier, Einar Ger- 

hardsen, urged a truce with the 
Soviet Union. Felix Gaillard, 
France’s young premier, spoke 
scathingly for political unity 
within the alliance. Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan of Britain 
emphasized that the West must 
| be willing to enter into discussions 
of its position with Soviet leaders. 
Even Konrad Adenauer, Ger- 
many’s chancellor and America’s 
warmest friend on the continent, 
recommended a ‘“‘very thorough 
study”” of recent Russian ap- 
proaches.

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Ike Places Chips 
On NATO's Table 


A grim and inspired Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower on Monday thrilled the NATO del- 
egates with his personal courage and sin- 
cerity ... but there was a grave doubt 
as to whether he had won them, 

The free world still has a margin of 
power over the Russians, the President 
said. Declaring that the United States and 
the other NATO countries stood ready at 
any time to work with Russia in reduc- 
ing armaments, he nonetheless declared 
that until such action was possible, there 
was no choice for the Western countries 
except to marshal all possible strength 
against the Soviet force. The President of- 
fered missiles for use on European bases. 

Most Americans will buy that atti- 
tude. 

But it disappointed most of the mem- 
ber nations. There were exceptions. Bel- 
gium strongly supported it. Norway re- 
fused it. Germany endorsed it but even 
crisis-toughened Konrad Adenauer wants 
a decision on missile bases put off “until 
spring.” 

Britain was silent. The United States 
already maintains nuclear bases in this 
island realm. But there was mounting 
evidence that much of Europe, under the 
pall of Soviet blackmail, was dubious. 
There is not a government in all Europe 
which can take many risks with public 
opinion. And there was real fear, in many 
quarters, that the Russians had scored a 
real propaganda victory with their peace 
barrage loosed almost on the eve of the 
NATO sessions.

was disappointment in Paris that the 
President had not countered the Rus- 


sians with a peace proposal. But there 
was no mistaking the Eisenhower em- 
phasis—it was on military strength. And, 
he said, the free world yet had an edge 
despite the Sputniks. | 

Much depends on this NATO session. 
A defeat would be disastrous. A partial 
turn-down would be harmful. The Asian 
reaction may produce even more neu- 
tralism. 

But whatever the result, none could 
deny that Old Soldier Eisenhower, point- 
ing out our failures and our wishful 
thinking opinions, was a majestic figure. 
And his fellow countrymen. would do 
well to read what he said and to note the 
grim warnings therein.

Economy, a subject which commands 
more hollow wordage than action at var- 
ious governmental levels, is being ap- 
proached in a unique manner In Chatham 
County. 


Judge H. Lee Fulton, chairman of 
Chatham’s county commission, has made 
the type of request that’s as rare in this 
day and age as football coaches who ad-

He requested that the meat ax be ap- 
plied to his $2,000 annual salary ef- 
fective Jan. 1 and that thereafter he re- 
ceive only $25 per meeting, same as other 
members of the board.

Pension Fund Proposal 


Still Sounds ‘Unsound’ 


The suggestion by a legislative com- 
mittee studying ways to make the Geor- 
gia Peace Officers’ Pension Fund actu- 
arily sound by diverting a greater per- 
centage of court fines into the fund might 
succeed in its purpose. 

But would it not also perpetuate the 
fee system and make the present evils of 
some traffic and criminal courts under 
the system even worse? 

Certainly if the soundness of the fund 
depended upon collection of court fines 
there would be a temptation to iIn- 
crease them to points beyond all rea- 
son. Carried to the extreme, it would be 
theoretically possible for all peace offl- 
cers to earn enough retirement pay to 
make top corporation executives green 
with envy. : 

Fines were established as punishment 
for minor lawbreakers. Almost everyone 
at one time or another is subject to a 
penalty for traffic or other small viola- 
tions. The practice of setting aside part 
of these fines for payment of officials 
is the essence of the fee system and the 
abuses of it. 

Increasing the percentage of fines or 
fees from same to establish retirement 
funds for peace officers could lead only 
to further abuses. Surely some better 
method can be found. 

More and more counties are looking 
toward salary systems as a substitute for 
payment through fees. If this could be

made statewide, a retirement method such 
as now serves the teachers could be set 
up on a sound basis. Certainly the possi- 
bility should be investigated before steps 
are taken further to entrench the in- 
justices of the fee system.

The Margaret Burton (Mrs. Gray) 
case in DeKalb County has just. been 
declared a mistrial because of some very 
commendable thinking and action by the 
grand jury foreman, Frank Thomas. Mr. 
Thomas acted in the best interests of the 
American system. 

One of the jurors serving in the trial 
of the defendant on a charge of taking 
money from four Decatur doctors, at- 
tended church Sunday night. So did Fore- 
man Thomas. The minister chose that 
evening to preach on the trial or to use 
it to illustrate his sermon. The minister 
made reference to Mrs. Gray in a manner 
which was prejudicial to justice in that 
the trial was still going on and all the 
evidence was not yet in. 

Jury Foreman Thomas’ oath required 
him to report this to the court. The juror 
cooperated. Judge Guess, properly in our 
opinion, declared a mistrial. The judge, 
the foreman and the juror have all done 
our system of trial by jury a favor. It de- 
pends on an assumption of innocence un- 
til the contrary is proved. And certainly 
jurors must not be subjected, during the 
trial, to prejudicial assertions.

Atlanta Decorator Offers Idealistic Insight 
Into Principles Underlying the Profession 


Atlanta—As a decorator I read 
with interest Ralph McGill's 
opinion as to a decorator’s educa- 
tion. I hope that you will read 
with as great an interest a deco- 
rator’s views about decorating 
and decorators. 

One of the primary rules of 
the profession is always to deco- 
rate above a client's artistic and 
intellectual level, if possible; 
the theory being that people are 
continually growing and are less 
apt to become bored or dissatis- 
fied when they have something 
to grow toward. 


Another primary rule of deco- 
rating is that an object must 
answer the purpose for which it 
is intended. This usually results 
in a decorator’s familiarity with 
an entire family’s habits and way 
of life, with their finances, and 
with their problems. Under these 
circumstances integrity is just 
as essential to a decorator as to 
a doctor or a lawyer. 

A professional decorator’s edu- 
cation is concerned with ideals 
and their practical application to 
everyday life. It has _ nothing 
whatever to do with either busi- 
ness or a trade. We are usually 
taught estimating and account- 
ing and obtain’ a_ workable 
knowledge of the various build- 
ing and decorative trades by a 
sort of apprenticeship. 

At the conclusion of our formal 
education we decorators give ac- 
cording to our ability and receive 
in exact proportion to our ability 
to give, and I don’t mean finan- 
cial remuneration. If through 
this sharing, we and our clients 
are constantly increasing our 
knowledge of the art of gracious 
living, then I think we may be 
said to be successful.

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‘Decisive Babies 


Uplifted Mankind 


Harry Emerson 
Fosdick preached a Christmas sermon which 


Seventeen years ago Dr. 


some of us will never forget. The world was en- . = 
gulfed in what was to become the most tragic and devastating war in 
history. And Dr. Fosdick, appropriately, spoke on the subject of 


babies and battles. 


He recalled Creasy’s book, 


The Fifteen Decisive Battles of 


the World,” and then he directed 
ovr thoughts to his subject, ‘“The 
Decisive Babies of the World.” 

In 1940 the winning of battles 
seemed mighty important to the 
frce world. The future of western 
civilization seemed at that mo- 
ment poised between oblivion at 
the hands of Hitler’s powerful 
army and further glory when en- 
slaved nations might again be 
freed to grow in stature and in- 
fluence. Who can say what would 
have been the consequences of 
Nazi victories in that global 
struggle? Yes indeed, battles are 
decisive. 

Yet perhaps in the year 1940 
something more decisive may 
have happened. Perhaps in that 
year somewhere a decisive baby 
was born. Today that baby is 17, 
still in school. still. without the 
experience essential for world 
leadership. Tomorrow that child, 
a man in years and experience, 
may lead the world from fear to 
faith, from bondage to spiritual 
freedom, from mental and moral 
slavery to an emancipation of 
heart and mind and soul. 

Speaking of the decisiveness of 
babies, Dr. Fosdick spoke of the 
year 1809 when the great Na- 
poleon dominated the thoughts of 
men everywhere. Riding on the 
crest of military accomplish- 
ments, his will seemed to be the 
wave of the future. And how

many people in Europe thought 
that evil had reached a cre- 
scendo of hate and folly, Surely 
Napoleon controlled the destinies 
of all men. But Napoleon's 
achievements were short-lived 
and within five years he was a 
tragic failure. 

Quietly, unobtrusively, in the 
year 1809 other things of far 
greater consequence were hap- 
pening. Without the blare of 
bugles and the deafening sound 
of marching feet, loving mothers 
gave birth to children whose lives 
were to be far more decisive than 
Napoleon's triumphs. For in that 
year Charles Darwin, Abraham 
Lincoln, Alfred Tennyson, Edgar 
Allan Poe, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Cyrus McCormick and 
Mendelssohn were born. 

Christmas, Dr. Fosdick  ob- 
served, suggests to us how much 
more decisive a baby can be than 
a battle. I wonder if any of us 
would remember the names of 
the mighty men who lived 2,000 
years ago, Caesar, Pilate, Herod 
and the others, had not the years 
of their power marked the time 
when a young Jewish teacher was 
preparing His heart and mind to 
accomplish His Father's pur- 
pcese. 

All we know about those men 
is now to be discerned in terms 
of the life of One about whom 
they could hardly have cared 
less! Strange are the ways of God, 
strange and wonderful. 


Disability Question 
Must Be Resolved 


WASHINGTON—For two breathlessly criti- 
cal years Congress has been fumbling, feuding 
and fiddling over one of the most urgent needs : 
of the government—and doing absolutely nothing about it. The need 


is to deal with the problem of presidential disability. The need is 


greater today than ever, greater than when 


Eisenhower had his 


heart attack in Denver in September, 1955. Eisenhower would be 


the first to say so. 

If Congress does not act prompt- 
ly when it convenes next month 
Kisenhower ought to, and, I am 
convinced, very likely will, act 
unilaterally to specify and au- 
thorize how the powers and du- 
ties of the presidency — which 
would wither in a vacuum — 
would be discharged if he were 
at any time ynable to discharge 
them. 

First, it needs to be understood 
that Eisenhower's ability to par- 
ticipate in the NATO meeting does 
not decrease one iota the pressing 
need of clearing up the consti- 
tutional vagueness over what hap- 
pens in the event of presidential 
disability and‘ how, if the presi- 
dent cannot determine his own 
disability, it shall be determined. 

One of Eisenhower's first ac- 
tions when he returned to Wash- 
ington after his recuperation in 
late 1955 was to formulate a con- 
sidered proposal to remove the 
uncertainty over presidential dis- 
ability. He offered a constitutional 

mendment providing: 

That if the president knew he 
was disabled, he could ask the 
vice president in writing to serve 
as acting president until he stated 
in writing that he was ready to 
resume his duties. 

That if the president were dis- 
abled but did not know it, the 
Cabinet by majority vote could

make this determination at which 
point the vice president would 
exercise the powers and duties 
of the presidency until the Presi- 
ident stated in writing that he 
could take back his functions. 

Congress yawned, did nothing. 

There are two reasons why Ei- 
senhower will, I think, have to 
act at his own initiative. 

There is no good prospect that 
Congress is going to do anything 
soon. 

Even if Congress should bring 
itself to approve the administra- 
tion proposal, it would not come 
into effect for at least three years. 

I am not relying merely on my 
own knowledge of the Constitu- 
tion when I suggest that it is en- 
tirely possible and practicable for 
Eisenhower to establish an his- 
toric precedent by announcing in 
any appropriate formal manner: 

That if he should determine 
he could not perform his duties, 
the constitutional clause which 
provides that these duties shall 
devolve upon the vice president 
shall become operative. 

That if he should be unable to, 
determine his disability, the Cabi- 
net by majority vote is directed 
by him to make this decision, as 
a result of which the vice presi- 
dent would discharge the powers 
of the presidency as long as re- 
quired.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (UP) — 
Thirteen prominent economists 
predicted today that unemploy- 


ment would rise to an average of 
3,600,000 for the first six months 
of 1958. 

The economists said the level 
then would drop to an average of | 
3,400,000 for the rest of the year. 

Government figures last week | 
showed nearly 3,200,000 unem- 
ployed in the United States in No- 
vember. | 

The forecast was released by | 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board in a report on its annual 
economic forum, which included 
participation of economists of the | 
Chase Manhattan Bank, the U. S. 
Steel Corp., E. I. du Pont de Ne- | 
mours Co., the Ford Motor Co., 
and Yale University. 

The 13 foresaw a decline in 
U. S. business investment at least | 
partly offset by expansion in other 
sectors. The business investment 
sector was designated the major 
problem area for next year.

Menu Break

The time has come to make 
an important. change in menu 
planning. Draw up a chair, 
overweights. You’llwelcome 
this practical plan for basic 
menus suggested by Dr. Helen 
Mitchell, dean of the School of 
Home Economics at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. Years 
back, Dr. Mitchell was this 
dietitian’s nutrition professor at 
Battle Creek College. 


Family menus are planned to 
meet the requirements of the 
normal weight members of the 
family, thus leaving it up te 
the reducers to muster the nec- 
essary will power to hold back, 

It would be far better psychol- 
ogy, according to Dr. Mitchell, 
to plan basic menus which con- 
form to the lower calorie needs 
cf the dieter, and then add the 
trimmings for those who can 
have more calories. 

Not only is this plan a boon 
to dieters, it makes weight con- 
trol easier for the entire family. 
Today, most everyone has to 
curb calories to some extent, 
When the basic menu is not too 
fattening, it is far easier to stay 
within bounds. Also, on meals 
that are not overly rich, the 
teen-agers can include snacks 
during the day without so much 
danger of adding padding. 

From the standpoint of good 
nutrition, basic menus for all 
members of the family are 
pianned around the protective 
foods. Calories can be curbed in 
excess fats, sugar and starch, 
empty calories. 

A menu that features potatoes 
oc any starchy vegetables, plus 
hot bread and a rich dessert is 
almost sure to be too high in 
calories to fit today’s lower 
energy needs. The meat course 
can be the same for everyone, 
but to give overweights a break, 
meat should not be fried. 

Dieters should make sure to 
trim all fat from their serving 
of meat. The children and 
underweight members of the 
family can have bread and but- 
ter and whole milk. 

The most difficult calories for 
reducers to turn down is the 
dessert. Dr. Mitchell suggests 
that dessert be one that all 
members of the family can en- 
joy, such as custard or pud- 
ding prepared with skim milk, 
angel food cake, or fruit whip. 

It is good psychology to make 
the high calorie person the ex- 
ception, and add calories in ex- 
tras for those who can have 
them. For 50 years now we've 
been planning meals the other 
way around. So why not give 
cverweights a break for a wel- 
come change?
